TEL AVIV (AP) -Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres reported 
to parliament on Monday on his 
surprise meeting with Morocco's 
King Hassan n, saying it paved the 
way for dialogue with foe entire 
Arab World. 

Mr. Peres, in his 20-minute 
speech, also revealed that foe trip 
was his third to Morocco, and that 
France and foe United States had 
been considered and rejected as 
possible sites for foe meeting. 

Mr. Peres flew to Morocco a 
week ago for two days of meetings 
with King Hassan at his summer 
palace in Ifrane. King Hassan was 
the second Arab leader to meet 
publicly with an Israel premier. 
The first was Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, who addressed the 
Israeli parliament in 1977. 

“King Hassan II told foe Arab 
World in a dear voice that foe 
boycott on dialogue with Israel 
must be lifted, and that without 
such dialogue the conflict will 
remain embedded in foe flesh of 
the inhabitants of the region 
forever," Mr. Peres said. 

The meeting with King Hassan, 
Mr. Peres said, “constitutes an 
opening to a broader dialogue ... 
that is aimed at ensuring a new 
future” for tire people oF the 
Middle East. 

Mr. Peres said in his meeting 
with King Hassan, he suggested a 
year-long moratorium on 
violence, during which a posh 
could be made to start peace 
negotiations. 

The premier said he expected 
the summit to give a boost to 
XaraeTs efforts to resolve a border 
dispute with Egypt. He also said 
Israel would cau again on Jordan 
to come to the negotiating table 
and would renew its offer to Syria 
to reach limited agreements along 
their confrontation fines.

Several children were believed 
to be among the dead and 
wounded. Lists of names 
broadcast by radio stations 
showed half of foe injured were 
women or girls. 

The blast was the second in the 
same spot this year. Two women 
were killed when a suitcase bomb 
exploded on Feb. 12. 

About 40 people have been 
killed so far this year in 11 
reported explosions in Christian 
areas of Beirut and its suburbs.

Top Soviet

Accusations by both sides of 
bombing civilian areas have 
heightened fears of a renewal of 
the “war of the cities," in whidi 
the two powers raided each 
other’s cities for three months last 
year. 

Iraqi warplanes, meantime, 
strode a “large maritime target” 
near Iran’s Gulf roast on Monday, 
according to a military spokesman

“destroy all I ranian installations,’' 

The air force will “always 
choose the targets, whether 
industrial or economical, that 
harm the Iranian regime and 
destroy^ it because it persists on 
aggression and sponsors dreams of 
territorial expansion.”

Howe strikes a pessimistic 
note in S. African mission 


PRETORIA (Agencies) - 
British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe said Monday he 
remained unsure whether the 
South African government had 
the courage to start black -white 
peace negotiations. 

Mr. Howe said the South 
African people “passionately 
want to see change brought about 
by peaceful means, by persuasion 
and dialogue. ... the key is really in 
the hands of the South African 
government." 

Meanwhile, the government 
bureau for information said eight 
blacks were killed in violence on 
Sunday. Seven died in the eastern 
Gape Province — five of them 
burned or shot to death by other 
blacks. 

Mr. Howe, who has been on a 
week-long visit to various 
countries of southern Africa on 
behalf of the European 
Community, meton Monday chief 
ministers of two black homelands 
recognised as “independent’’ by 
P re t o ria but by no other 


government. 

He heard their arguments 
against the West imposing 
economic sanctions on South 
Africa. 

“Short of an armed invasion by 
the major powers, the state of 
siege could continue for perhaps 
decades, accompanied by 
deepening misery 'and the 
destruction of South Africa’s 
hopes for future prosperity for 
all," said Zulu chief Mangosuthu 
Butheiezi, leader of the Kwazulu 
homeland. 

There was little sign that the 
white-dominated Pretoria 
government was any doser to 
accepting Mr. Howe's central 
demands for the release of jailed 
nationalist leader Nelson Mandela 
and the legalisation of the African 
National Congress (ANC) and 
other opposition groups. 

Mr. Howe will have a final 
meeting with President Bofoa cm 
Tuesday before returning to 
London.

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Iraq announces raid on 
ship near Iranian coast 
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MANAMA, Bahrain (Agencies) — Iraqi jet fighters 
Monday raided a “large maritime target” near the 
I ranian coast, a military spokesman announced in 
Baghdad. 


The spokesman, in a statement 
read over the state-run Baghdad 
Radio monitored here, said the 
raiding warplanes inflicted “an 
accurate and effective hit” on 
their target at 7:00 ajn. (0300 
GMT) and returned unharmed to 
base. 

“Iraq will pursue its continuous 
blows against the Iranian regime 
and will continue to block its 
supply routes." added the 
spokesman, who is not identified 
in line with military regulations 
since the outbreak of Iraq- 1 ran 
war in September 1 980. 

The term large military target is 
an Iraqi military byword for an oil 
tanker or bulk carrier sailing to 
and from Iran's vital Kharg Island 
oil terminal in the north eastern 
reaches of the Gulf waters. 

Iraq clamped a blockade on the 
shipping lanes around Kharg in 
February 1984 with the avowed 
aim of impeding oil exports of its 
Gulf war foe, to force the Tehran 
regime to accept a negotiated 
settlement to end the war 


Kharg accounts for 90 per cent 
of Iran ian oil exports and scores of 
tankers and other commercial 
vessels have been crippled as a 
result of the Iraqi blockade. 

Iraq escalated the blockade last 
August by launching almost daily 
air radis on the Kharg facility. 

Last week, and after a 
three-month lull, it also resumed 
attacks on economic and military 
targets deep inside Iran With the 
aim of broadening its pressure 
tactics against the Tehran rulers. 

Iraq announced Sunday that its 
warplanes bombed fuel depots 
and two factories inside Iran, and 
the key Iranian Kharg Island oil 
terminal in the north eastern 
sector of the Gulf Waters. 

The Iraqi air raids, announ'xd 
by an unidentified military 
spokesman over Baghdad Radio, 
are part of the uew Iraqi strategy 
to broaden the range of attacks on 
Iranian strategic targets to 
pressure Tehran into a negotiated 
settlement to the nearly 
six-year-old Gulf conflict. 


The spokesman said a 
machine-tools factory and an 
al uminium plant in Arak, some 
240 kilometres south west of 
Tehran, were raided on Sunday 
morning. 

Fuel depots in Ahwaz, in Iran's 
southern oil-rich province of 
Khuzistan. and the Kharg 
terminal were raided in the 
afternoon, according to the 
spokesman. 

The spokesman said the targets 
were set aflame and “heavy 
damage” was inflicted on them, 
but he did not elaborate. 

All raiding warplanes returned 
unharmed to base, he added. 

Raids on other oil facilities in 
the Gulf waters, and economic 
and military targets deep in s i d e 
Iran, have been earned out 
sporadically. Iraq last week 
interrupted a three-month lull to 
resume these raids. 
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Both Iraq and Iran have since 
been exchanging daims and 
counter-daims of attacks on each 
other’s civilian areas, renew ing 
the spectre of last year's so-called 
war of the dries. 

Meanwhile a Tehran newspaper 
called Monday for military strikes 
on Baghdad to avenge Iraqi air 
raids. 


Jenco spent 6 months in chains during captivity 


WIESBADEN. West Germany 
(Agencies) —The Rev. Lawrence 
Jenco spent nearly six months 
chained and in solitary 
confinement at the start of his 
captivity in Lebanon, one of the 
American priest's brothers said 
Monday. 

Family members who arrived at 
the U.S. Air Force hospital in 
Wiesbaden here for an emotional 
reunion with the priest described 
various aspects of Jenco's ordeal 
at the hands of Shi'ite Muslim 
gunmen. 

They depicted a daily routine of 
prayers, some exercise and even 
occasional humour once Jenco 
was placed together with three 
other American hostages. 

Jenco. who arrived in 
Wiesbaden on Sunday after his 
release the day before from nearly 
IV months in captivity, appeared 
on a second-floor hospital balcony 
with his family members shortly 
after noon Monday. 

He called his release a “dream 
come true” and said he was 


praying for the release of the other 
hostages in Lebanon. 


hostages in Lebanon. 

"The father (Jenco) was kept in 
solitary confinement and chained 
from the time of his capture until 
July 2 of last year.” John Jenco 
told reporters. “They moved him 
seven times in those 19 months, 
blindfolded. 

Jenco was abducted on Jan. 8. 
1985 in Beirut. 

“He was never beaten, he was 
never brainwashed, he was treated 
with respect. But in the first 
several months until July 2. he was 
chained around his ankle and to 
the wall, and he had three feet to 
walk. He did not get too much 
exercise. He did not see light,” the 
priest's brother added. 


The hostages never knew where 
they were and never saw their 
captors. John Jenco said. 

“Whenever their captors came, 
the hostages were blindfolded.” 

John Jenco also said that his 
brother had only two pairs of 
undershorts for the entire time in 
confinement, but was allowed to 
bathe once a day. 

Eventually, the priest was taken 
to the Syrian-controlled Bekaa 
Valley in eastern Lebanon and 
“told to start walking" on the day 
of his release. John Jenco said. 

“He did not say how far he 
walked — to him it seemed an 
eternity." The freed priest 
eventually reached a police station 
in Syria. 

The freed priest, speaking in a 
voice choked with emotion, told 
reporters from the Wiesbaden 
hospital balcony: 'Tin not too 
sure it's true, it's a dream come 
true. It's great to be back, to be 
loved again, to be back with the 
• family." 

Jenco also called for the release 
of the other Americans. 

"When Terry Anderson. 
Thomas Sutherland and David 
Jacobsen come back again, that 
will be my great day of joy,” Jenco 
said. 

“I hope to be standing on this 
same balcony when they come 
back. “I pray to God it will come 
soon.” 

Still missing in Lebanon arc 
Terry Anderson, 38. of Lorain, 
Ohio, chief Middle East 
correspondent of the Associated 
‘Press; David Jacobsen, 55. of 
Huntington Beach. California, 
director of the American 
University Hospital in Beirut; 
Thomas Sutherland. 55. of Fort 
Collins. Colorado, the university's 
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acting dean of agriculture and 
William Buckley. 58, of Medford, 
Massachusetts, a U.S. embassy 
political officer. 

Islamic Jihad, which claimed all 
of the kidnappings, said on OcL 4 
that it killed Buckley in retaliation 
for alleged U.S. involvement in 
the Israeli raids on the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
headquarters in Tunisia. No body 
was found. 

“Terry Anderson is one of 
you.” Jenco called to the waiting 
journalists on Monday. “Don't 
forget Terry Anderson, and David 
Jacobsen, who works in the 
hospital, and Tom Sutherland. 
There are people waiting for 
them, too." 

He also called for the release of 
the seven Frenchmen, two 
Britons, an Irishman and a South 
Korean still missing in Lebanon. 

Jenco said millions of prayers to 
pass time in captivity in Lebanon. 
A continuing source of laughter 
among Jenco and his fellow 
hostages during captivity was 
when they would jokingly ask 
their captors for a taxicab to 
freedom, family members said. 

One of his brothers. Joe Jenco, 
said the freed priest and other 
family members hope to travel to 
Rome later this week for a private 
audience with Pope John Paul 11. 

Ten family members held an 
emotional reunion with the freed 
Roman Catholic priest at the U.S. 
Air Force hospital in Wiesbaden, 
two days after he was (teed by 
ShT ite Muslim captors after nearly 
19 months in captivity. 

"It was a very emotional ten 
minutes of hugs, kisses and a lot of 
tears,” nephew Andrew Mihelich 
told reporters of the start of the 
two-hour meeting. “It was a very 


exciting time for the family 

Jenco is “a very tired and a very 
fragile man, but he responded 
quite well considering the ordeal 
he went through,” the nephew 
told reporters who gathered 
outside a hotel near the hospital. 
He said they had brought the 
priest a new pair of eyeglasses. 

Mihelich said the 51 -year-old 
Jenco, who arrived in Wiesbaden 
on Sunday, is "very concerned*' 
about the fate of three other 
Americans still held hostage in 
Lebanon- 

"There were a lot of laughs 
when he first talked about his 
captivity.” the priest's nephew 
said. 

“The captors said 'is there 
anything that you would like, 
father?’ he and the other hostages 
would respond, 'a taxicab' ” 
Mihelich said, adding that the 
occasional exchanges “caused a 
lot of laughter'- -among the 
American captives. 

The hostages’ diet consisted 
primarily of rice, cheese, beans, 
bread and jam. Mihelich quoted 
his unde as saying. 

John Jenco. one of the priest's 
brothers, said that the captors 
gave the priest a Bible. 

“He continuously read the 
psalms, and he sang to himself.” 
John Jenco told reporters outside 
the Wiesbaden Hotel- “Then he 
said the rosary. He said 15 million 
our Fathers and Hail Marys.” 

He added that the family hoped 
to meet with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Robert Runcie. The 
archbishop's spedal envoy, Teny 
Waite, had sought to arrange the 
hostages' release and 
accompanied Jenco on the flight 
back horn Damascus.

Cyprus (AP) - 
Peggy Say, sister of American 
hostage Teny Anderson, said 
after a nine-day visit to Damascus 
that she believes the Syrians are 
“making a serious effort” to fee 
him and other American captives 
held in Lebanon 

Mrs. Say. who went to 
Damascus seeking Syrian help in 
her 16-raoath-old crusade to get 
the hostages feed, said when she 
arrived at Laraaca Airport: “I feel 
1 made some impact in Syria. 

“I met a lot of people and I feel I 
did all I could there. I just hope it 
bears firuiL” 

Mrs. Say, 45, of Batavia, N.Y.. 
expressed “more optimism than 
before” that her brother’s ordeal 
will end with his release by toe 
Shi’ite Muslim extremists who 
kidnapped him in Beirut on March 
16 last year. 

Mrs. Say was in Damascus when 
the kidnappers of the pro-Iranian 
Islamic Jihad, or Islamic holy war, 
feed one of toe hostages, the Rev. 
Lawrence Jenco, 51, after 19 
months in captivity. 

[ was 90 happy for Father Jenco, 
she said in an interview. “We were 
caught up in his emotions. 
Naturally, when he got toe word 
that one hostage was going to be 
feed I hoped so much it would be 
Terry. 

“But I was oveijoyed that Fr. 
Jenco was released. I was so happy 
that at least one of them has gotten 
out. 

“Yet at toe same time there was 
a sadness because I know he was 
such a good friend to Terry in 
captivity and now Teny doesn't 
have him any more.” 

Mrs. Say wore a “fee the 
hostages” badge on her white shirt 
and a steel bracelet engraved 
“Terry Anderson, March 16, 
1985” on her wrist. 

She said Jenco told her before 
he was flown to a U.S. military 
hospital in West Germany Sunday 
that Anderson and two other 
hostages, Thomas Sutherland and 
David Jacobsen, are being held 
together at one of the kidnappers' 
hideouts in Lebanon and are irF 
“reasonably good shape.” * H

KUWAIT(Agencies) — 
Palestinian leader Ysser Arafat, in 
remarks published Monday 
criticised me meeting between 
King Hassan of Morocco and 
Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres. 

“Our stand as an organisation 
and a Palestinian revolution is to 
reject this meeting. We maintain 
there should be no deviation from 
Arab unanimity." Mr. Arafat told 
toe Kuwaiti daily AI Ra’i AI Aam 
in Tunis. 

This was believed to betoe first 
public comment by the leader of 
the Tunis-based Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
an the Hassan-Peres talks held in 
Morocco last week. 

AI Ra’i AI Aam said Mr. Arafat 
called for an international 
conference, to be attended by all 
parties including the PLO, to work 
out a comprehensive Middle East 
peace settlement. 

“ Unilateral or bilateral 
solutions cannot be an alternative 
to Arab unanimity,'' he was 
quoted as saying. 

The PLO has asked toe Arab 
League to convene an emergency 
Arab summit to discuss 
repercussions of the Peres- Hassan 
meeting “and the dangerous 
results it could have/’ 

In a separate report from 
London, the same paper said that 
Israel's Peace Now Movement has 
been trying to arrange a meeting 
between Mr. Arafat and Israeli 
Minister without portfolio Ezer 
Weizman. 

Quoting unidentified Israeli 
sources AI Rai AI Aam said the 
Peace Now Movement, which has 
cordial links with Arafat, has 
gained support in Israel for the 
idea of a meeting between 
Weizman and the PLO leader. 

The meeting, it said, would be 
a follow up to the Hassan-Peres 
parley. 

“Arafat and Weizman would 
exarame the feasibility of a PLO 
participation in Mideast peace 
talks with Israel if Arafat 
announced his acceptance of U.N. 


Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 358 and recognised IsreaPs 
right to exist,” the paper said.

Qadhafi «lk Haawn ‘traitor’ 


Meanwhile Libyan leader 
M uammar Qadhafi has brands! 
King Hassan a traitor to the Arab 
cause and restated his belief that 
the Palestinian problem could 
only be resolved through armed 
struggle. 

Col. Qadhaffs comments were 
made in an interview recorded 
amid the rabble of his 
bomb-damaged presidential 
guest-house in the Libyan capital 
Tripoli Sunday and shown 
Monday by TV Asahi, a Japanese . 
television station. 

Asked to comment on last 
week's meeting between Israeli 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
King Hassan of Morocco to 
discuss Middle East peace 
prospects, Col. Qadhafi said; ‘‘We 
view King Hassan as a traitor.' 1 

“Firstly, he is a traitor to the 
Moroccan people and a traitor to 
Arab nations and toe Palestinians. 

Asked about Libya's policy 
following the meeting, he said: 
“Hie talks have confirmed to me 
that there is no other way but 
armed liberation for the 
resolution of toe Middle East 
problem. There is nothing but war 
for the Palestinians to regain 
Palestine.” . . 

He added: “This is the 
convincing outcome from the 
talks. Accordingly, the talks killed 
all peace attempts ever 
undertaken.” 

A full transcript of Col. 
Qadhaffs remarks, translated into 
Japanese, was made available to 
Reuters. . 

The first segment of the 
interview showed CoL Qadhafi 
walking through the devastated 
second storey of the building, 
posting out damage apparently

ceiling. 

He appeared to bom good 
health, speaking in calm -and 
measured tones 'm -Arabic.

retaliation for alleged Libyan 
involvement in guerilla attacks. 

Col. Qadhafi said he would not 
attend the forthcoming Arab 
s umm it in Saudi Arabia and 
dismissed the current visit to the 
Middle East by U.S. 
Vice-President George Bush, 
saying: “It is. not a significant 
matter nor am I interested in it.” 

The interview was one of 
several Col. Qadhafi has granted 
to Japanese journalists in contrast 
to his reluctance to meet Western 
reporters following the bombing 
raid, which some reports at the 
time suggested came dose to 
killing him. 

But he dismissed suggestions 
that Japan might have a role in 
Middle East peace efforts and 
said; “The Japanese people are 
children. America rules and brings 
them up as it wants. The Japanese 
government is under U.S. rule. 
Accordingly, the Japanese 
government can resolve neither 
problems of Japan or any other 
problems.'’ 


Sudan denounces talks

Higher council takes steps to cut 
farmers’ marketing, packing costs

AMMAN — The Higher 
Agricultural Council Monday 
discussed prospects erf setting up 
a fomir tor renting 'fruit and 
vegetable containers in a bid to 
lower marketing costs for fanners 
through leasing containers. 

The bank wQl also unify the 
containers according to the 
product's quality, type and grade 
ui order to guide consumers and to 
protect die container’s contents. 

Hie council, which was presided 
over by Apiculture Minister 
Ahmad Dakhqaa, deckled to 
rewrite the draft law governing the 
establishment of the Jordan 
Agricultural Marketing 
Company, (JAMC) to upgrade 
and develop agricultural 
marketing in Jordan. After the 
draft law is rewritten, it has to be 
passed by both die Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament 
before it is enacted by Royal 
Decree. 

The JAMC, according to the 


law, will also work on minimising 
agricultural production costs 
through upgrading the efficiency 
of all parties dealing with the 
agricultural marketing. 

The company will only deal with 
organising marketing outlets in 
Jordan and abroad while the 
Agricultural Marketing and 
Processing Company of Jordan 
(AMPCO) will continue to act as a 
purchasing body buying produce 
from farmers at fixed prices. 

JAMC, according to the draft 
law, will be a public corporation 
entrusted with developing and 
organising the marketing of 
agricultural produce. It will also 
be responsible for issuing 
marketing licences, fixing 
standards and specifications for 
and licensing 
men. 

The corporation wiQ also draw 
up marketing policies and 
supervise their implementation in 
cooperation with the concerned 
ministries and departments. The 
draft law also organises foe 
drculation of fruit and vegetable

steps to make containers 
available to farmers at cheap 
prices and to support the 
establishment of marketing 
councils. 

The law also call* on JAMC to 
cany out feasibility studies and 
marketing researches for both the 
local and export markets in an 
effort to develop the marketing of 
agricultural products. 

Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, the 

mnnfjT s chairman ; did nn t attend 

Monday’s session. The council, 
which met at the Yarmouk 
University Liaison Office, also 
decided that the Ministry of 
Agriculture’s recent study on the 
problems of marketing Jordanian 
ltural products and means 
alleviating them should be 
referred to the JAMC, which will 
implement the recommendations 
as soon as it is founded. 

The council also reviewed all 
recommendations and decisions 
passed by the counriTs previous 
meeting and agreed to postpone 
the issue of encouraging 
agricultural exports until their 
next session.

AMMAN- —“Every child ran 
learn” is foe motto of the Swecfish 
Organisation for Individual Relief 
(IM) f .Jocated-in Sweileh and 
which .has provided new 
opportunities in education, 
training and care for handicapped 
children and youth. There are ten 
countries in which the 
organisation operates but the 
largest station is in Jordan, 
offering facilities to ISO mentally 
retarded children, the majority 
severely retarded, and the staff 
here coastas of 105 people. 

. When IM first opened in Jordan 
iaJflSfi « , Shmcisani. these were 
na other institutions, nor were 
thfrc any local, experienced . 
p er son al available, according to 
the director of IM in Jordan, Mr. 
Angelo Jayakoddy. He told the 
Jordan Tunes that the “Swedish 
Home” here consists of a 
carehome with boarding and 
framing, a pre-school, a special 
school, a vocational training 
ante and a sheltered workshop. 

“Sixty” 'severely retarded 
children are offised residential 
care and training and ten menially 
retarded, multi-handicapped 
orptufei to then laic teens and 
caxfy twenties have found a home 
at the Care ho me, after spending a 


of their fife with IM,” 
said Mr. Jayakoddy, who added 
that the normal age for the 
Carehome children is between 
three to ten years, but these 
orphans were taken in as they had 
no other homes to go to. 

He went on to day that the 
chfldreu have individual 
programmes, based on their i 
and requirements. Hcsaid that the 
training programmes — which 
indudes . primary A DL- training 
(activities of daily firing), such as 
eatmg, toilet and hygiene training, 
as well as contact and sensory 
training, the. act. of c rawlin g and 
various forms of mobility 
including walk-training — are a 
reanlt of observations and 
evaluations of their needs ranted 
out by a team consisting of special 
teachers, physiotherapists, a staff 
nurse and a social weaker. 

Involving the famBtes 

Mr. Jayakoddy said: “Although 
boarding at tire Carehome, with 
training periods of six to twelve 
months, unplies separa t i o n from 
the family, parents are 
encouraged and expected to take 
their children home for the 
weekends, and if d ley live far 
away, home visits are encouraged 
fortnightly. The establishment of 
firm emotional relationships 
between children and their 



- parents is very important for the 
future progr es s of children when 
their period of training at the 
Carehome ends. In tact, parents 
are advised to visit the Carehome 
and study training methods used 
by our staff in order to continue 
with these at home.” 

As for the pre-school, there are 
groups of seven to eight children 
m each group between the ages of 
four to seven, who attend 
pre-school activities twice a week. 
It rndndes training in elementary 
skills, such as eating, hygiene and 
dressing, as well as physiotherapy 
treatment Mr. Jayakoddy said 

IM, cabling foe chfldra to live 
with their families and at home. 

Children with severe mental 
retardation rad multi-handicaps, 
who are between the ages of seven 
to 18 years from the Carehome 
and external students with similar 
disabilities, attend a special 
training school daily, said Mr. 
Jayakoddy. “Each chQd has an 
inmvidual programme to suit both 
the educational level and mental 
age of the child. And considering 
that many of these children are 
multi-handicapped, the use of 
physiotherapy and physical 
exercise {days a role in the 
curriculum,” he said. For 
example, the successful 
Implementation of balance 
training and body awareness is 
achieved through foe simple use of 
riding their donkey, an activity 
very popular among all the 

children. 

Special school 

The activities and training at the 
special school are supervised by 
two teachers for the children 
between foe ages of nine and 12 
years. The director of IM said that 
the activities centre around 
sensory — motor exercises, 

pnmnnwiinitin n SltiDs, reading, 
writing, arithmetic, expressive art 
and activities of drily living — all 
of which are adapted to very 
practical levels. “The acquisition 
of experience plays a vital role, so 
there arc visits to places of interest 
or educational benefit. Such places 
as police stations, poet offices, 
banks, foe airport, mops, Jerash, 

the Dead Sea, and so on,” said Mr. 

Jayakoddy. 

The goals of the special 
school, he continued, are to tram 
the children to lead, as fie as is 
possible, a normal life m their own 
society with a knowledge of 
day-to-day facts and taler cm as 
adults to cope with the basic 
essentials of life, despite their 
handicaps.

training centre with work and they 
are given a sum of monthly 
income, said Mr. Jayakoddy. The 
young men and women at foe 
workshop work with pottery, 
woodwork, and produce furniture 
on private orders. “The goals of 
the workshop are to give them a 
sense of responsibility in the 
duties entrusted to them and to 


children from the special school, 
at the age of sixteen foe vocational 
training centre offers continued 
use and training in school 
curricula, said the director. 
Emphasis is placed on learning 
table manners, personal hygiene 
and general behaviour in foe 
presence of visitors rad this has 
evidently been a successful 
pro gramme n< tha ehfMren were 
very well-behaved indeed. He 
added that students also 
participate in training courses m 
woodwork, carpentry, 
handicrafts, weaving, embroidery, 
housekeeping and cooking. “The 
products from the vocational 
training centre are put on sale at 
an «"«™i bazaar, which gives 
satisfaction to the children as they 
find foe results of their work 
appreciated,” he said. 

Sheltered workshop 

The sheltered workshop, foe 
only of its kind m Jordan, prorides 
youngsters from foe vocational 


train the youngsters to experience 
realistic working conditions in the 
hope and belief that one day they 
could take their rightful {dace in 
the open labour market," said Mr. 
Jayakoddy. 

He said foe organisation cannot 
send them away after that stage 
because there is a lack of 
workshops for such youngsters in 
Jordap. “They would have 
nowhere to go to keep up with 
their skills. It is veiy important 
that they keep working, otherwise 
they will forget everything they 
were taught and would have to 
start from zero all over again,” he 
said. 


Fayez outlines Jordan’s efforts

AMMAN (Petra) —Speaker of the Upper House of 
Parliament Ahmad Al Lawzi Monday said that His 
Majesty King Hussein is currently exerting 
continuing efforts to heal Arab rifts and to 
re-establish Arab solidarity in order to achieve 
pan-Arab g oafi and to enable the Arab Nation to 
confront the challenges it faces.

Parliament in Jordan 

Mr. Lawzi also briefed foe 
delegation on foe development of 
Parliament in Jordan, its 
constitutional and legal bases as 
well as its responsibilities towards 
foe Jordanian people and the 
Kingdom. 

Deputy Speaker of the 
Pakistani National Assembly 
Sardar Ahmad Juiizay, who is. 
heading foe visiting Pakistani 
delegation, said that his country is 
following up with concern the 
current developments in foe 
Middle East in general and those 
in the Arab arena in particular. He 
added that Pakistan «na»n tains 
good relations with Jordan and 
Arab countries and that Pakistan, 
through various international fora 
supports the rights of the 
Palestinian people in regaining 
their land and ending Israeli 
eneroachmentbP Arab territories. 

Mr. Jujizay also made reference 
to the deep and strong ties linking 


a meeting with 
a visiting Pakistani parliamentary 
delegation, he added that foe 
Palestmian cause is foe crux of foe 
conflict in the Middle East and 
appealed to all countries to do all 
within their capacities to find a 
just and comprehensive solution 
to the problem. 

The solution to the Palestinian 
problem could be achieved 
through the land for peace 
formula and through the 
implementation of international 
resolutions especially, U.N. 
Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 338, Mr. Lawzi said. He also 
called for the intensification of 
joint efforts to end foe Iran-Iraq 
war and added that prolonging 
this war would enable foreign 
powers to interfere in the region’s 
affairs.

Jordan with Pakistan which, he 
said, are developing to achieve the 
interests of the two peoples.

Hamzeh opens 
symposium on 
dangers of 
insecticides 

AMMAN (Petra) - A 
symposium on occupational 
health began Monday at the 
Yarmouk University Liaison 
Office to discuss the dangers of 
misusing insecticides. The 
symposium has been organised by 
the Ministry of Health in 
cooperation with the Arab Health 
Ministers Council. 

Addressing foe opening of foe 
seminar. Health Minister Zaid 
Hamzeh said that his ministry is 
attaching great interest in 
{iTOinoting health awareness as 
ime of foe pillars of {Him ary health 
care. Dr. Hamzeh cautioned 
against foe dangers of misusing 
insecticides and foe impact this 
could have on health. 

Dr. Fazouq Al Jarbi from the 
Arab Health Ministers Council 
noted that health .ministries in 
many countries wifi encourage 
insect combating programmes 
in an effort to control many 
diseases and that this will lead to. 
an increasing use of insecticides. 
Dr. Jarbi called for restudying 
techniques of using insecticides 
and stressed the need to provide 
occupational health services in 
Arab countries. 

The three-day seminar is 
discussing working papers on 
foswrtirktes, dangers in foe use of 
insecticides as well as means of 
limiting these clangers. Taking 
part in the seminar are 
representatives of health 
ministries in the East 
Mediterranean region in addition 
to experts from Egypt, Iraq, 
Sudan and Jordan. 


Fayez briefs British deputies 
on current Mideast situation 


AMMAN (Petra) — A British 
Parliamentary Delegation, 
currently on a fact-finding visit to 
Jordan, Monday met with Speaker 
of the Lower House of Partiament 
Akcf Al Fayez who spoke about 
the situation in the occupied Arab 
territories. Mr. Fayez outlined to 
the British parliamentarians 
Israel's drive to Judaise Arab 
lands and to evict Arab 
inhabitants from their homeland. 
The best and most feasible 
initiative for a just solution, he 
said, is an international 
conference, to be attended by all 
parties involved in foe Middle 

East conflic t. 

Mr. Fayez also commended the 
strong relations between the 
United Kingdom and Jordan and 
expressed hope that this unique 
relationship would induoe Britain 
to play a more active role in foe 
‘search for a just solution to the 
Palestine problem. 


Earlier Monday, the British 
delegation held a meeting with 
Foreign Ministry Secretary 
General TayseerTouqan. The two 
sides reviewed Middle East 
developments and means of 
reviving efforts to find a just 
solution to foe Arab-Israeli 
conflict through ra international 
conference to be attended by all 
parties concerned in the conflict. 
Addressing the delegation, Mr. 
Touqan pointed out Jordan’s 

efforts for achieving peace and 
underlined the importance of a 
British role within foe European 
Community to help find a just 
solution to the problem. ‘ 

He also explained Jordan's 
drive to rad differences among 
Arab countries and the efforts 
being made to re-establish Arris 
solidarity. The meeting was 
attended by Foreign Ministry 
officials. 


Accidents claim four lives 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Four people 
died and seven others were 
injured in separate accidents 
throughout foe Kingdom over the 
weekend, police sources said 
Monday. In one accident, an 
Egyptian. Mansour Amorh, 35, 
drowned while swimming in foe 
East Ghor canal. Police squads 
removed the body and took it to 
Maaz Ibn Jabai Hospital in 
Shun eh. 

In Karak, two people died and 
four others were barfly injured 
after a car, driven tty H.M., 
overturned while speeding. Two 
childr en aged 7 and 12 years died 
in tiie accident and were taken to 
the goveroorate hospital. The 


other four who were injured in the 
accident were also taken to 
hospital. 

In Jerash. a West German 
citizen fell down dead while 
walking. Klaus Tord, 24, felt dizzy 
while walking and his companion 
Mohammad Issa took him to Al 
Bashir Hospital where he was 
pronounced dead upon arrival. 
According to preliminary 
investigations, Mr. Tord died from 
dehydration and a mild stroke, 
hospital sources said. He was 
expected to be takes to West 
Germany on Tuesday for burial.

Economic and Sodal CooncB (ECOSOC) to defier the question of 
admitting Israel to the U.N. Economic Commission for Europe (ECE) 
until next year’s ECOSOC asrion. During the ECOSOC meetings 
United States spokesman James Ferrer noted that brad fas the oof} 
member of the U.N. that does not belong to one of the UJV.’s live 
regional economic commissions, and asserted that ECOSOC “has a 
moral obligation and an operational need to act on Xsrad’s right to 
adhere to an economic He abo armed rtwt fund was 

currently being denied its rights within the U.N. system, dahnfog that 
“this violation goes to the very heart of the moral courage of the 
United Nations.” 

We disagree with this assessment of the Israeli predicament within 
the U.N., and strongly oppose die American suggestio n that the 
situation be remedied fay admitting brad to the ECE. 

To beghi with, the very creation of the state of brad in the land of 
Palestine by die United Nations In 1547 was nearly a death How to the 
so-called “moral courage'* of that ffarfgHwg international 
organisation. And few nations have done so much since that time to 
undmine the effective authority of the U.N. as thestateof brad. For 
though brad owed its very exfatenre to that interna tiona l body, 
Jewish terrorists conspired to re war d the creator of the Jewish state 
by — imbg hi 1948 the first U.N. r ep r esen t a tive to Jer usa lem, 
Count Folk Bernadette, who had been appofaited as a sort of nddwife 
for the Mrto of brad. And in the nearly 40 yean forming that crime 
agafcist the htiernatkmal community, brad has seldom treated U.N. 
r ep r esen tatives, missions and peacekeeping forces with anything 
more than contempt and as obstacles to its plans for agpesrive 
expansion, brad has violated countless UJV .-negotiated ceasefires, 
thwarted numerous U.N.-sponsored peace plans and ignored damns 
of U»N • Security Council resolutions.

Al Ra'i: Foiling enemy plans 

KING Hussein’s visit to Damascus assumed significance as it came 
amid serious developments in the light of Shimon Peres' visit to 
Morocco and its serious repercussions and consequences. The King’s 
talks with President Assad no doubt covered this important issue and 
means for enabling the Arab Nation to confront the Zionist 
conspiracies and continued Israeli occupation of Arab land. The visit, 
which entails the idea of a separate dealing with the common enemy, 
poses a serious danger to the Arab countries, and fee two leaders are 
perhaps more concerned than others in confronting this danger as 
their countries stand in direct confrontation with Israel. We have no 
alternative but to stand together, and to build solidarity among Arab 
countries. We ought to work hard to prevent further breaches in 
Arab ranks for protecting our rights and our interests. The Arabs 
should do all they can to prevent such unilateral deals and adventures 
or any moves that might harm the Arab cause. The visit of S himo n 
Peres to Morocco calls for concerting of efforts on the part of 
Amman, Damascus and Baghdad for the sake of confronting this 
international conspiracy and for the sake of safeguarding the nation’s 
interests. 

Al Dustour: Facing external threats 

ONLY one week after the Ifrane meeting between King Hassan and 
the prime minister of Israel, Arab countries began to hear increased 
threats by the Iranian enemy, and to see more and more attacks by 
rebel forces in southern Sudan. All of a sudden various parts of this 
big nation has become exposed to divisions and attacks from hostfle 
forces. Had there been unity of action and concertingof efforts on the 
part of the Arab countries, and had the Arab leaders not shirked their 
responsibilities towards their nation, these hostile forces could not 
have mobilised themselves against die Arabs. Our divisions and 
weakness are tempting our enemies to launch attacks on us and to 
continue to defy our rights and our dignity and to commit crimes 
against us. In the face of all of this. King Hussein is sparing no 
moment in rallying the Arabs and encouraging than to mobilise their 
resources and their efforts and unifying their ranks for the sake of 
confronting the common challenges. There should be no difference 
of views over the need to end the Gulf war and save die Arab power 
for safeguarding the Arab Nation’s interests.

all the time, but are taking a rather negative tendency with regard to 
Arab interests. Each development leads to another, and none has 
been carrying elements for optimism. The Ifrane summit between 
King Hassan and Israeli Prime Minister Shimon Peres has led the 
king to abandon his responsibilities as chairman of die Arab League's 
council, and his call for holding an Arab summit meeting which the 
Arabs had hoped will save them from many of their Sis and problems. 

In the eastern flank of the Arab World, the Iranian?; co ntinue to issue 
threats to the countries of the Gulf Cooperation Council, and the 
Arabs arc not able to fend off this danger nor are they willing to stand 
behind Iraq to repel aggression. Differences in views within die 
Israeli coalition and between leading politicians in Israel continue, 
but our enemy continues to come to agreement on issues of national 
interests and when it comes to dealing with the Arab countries. In 
contrast, Arab countries, though they have the same interests, 
continue to differ in view and never reconcile when it comes to 
dealing with their national interests. 


Crown Prince warns against U.S.-lsraeli alliance

Hassan. The following is an . 
unofficial translation of the 
interview which was published in 
jhe July 2 issue of Le Figaro. 

AMMAN — Four months before 
the change of the prime minister at 
the head of the “government of 
national unity” in Israel, Jordan is, 
on top of ati, concerned with the 
“strategic alliance” under way 
between the United States and the 
Jewish state. 

“If the American jet fighters 
that bombarded Libya did not 
take off from British air bases but 
instead utilised Israeli 
installations, the United States 
would have totally destroyed its 
credibility in the region. However, 
the strategic alliance between the 
United States and Israel has been 
confirmed so often to the extent 
that the prospects for perceiving 
Israel as an integral part of the 
Middle East region have become 
totally unacceptable,” declared 
Prince Hassan, brother and the 
closest advisor of King Hussein. 

The Crown Prince, who is 
appointed as Regent when the 
sovereign is abroad, received me 
in a functional office, decorated by 
posters of Jewish settlements in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and portraits of the three 
sovereigns of the young 
Hashemite Kingdom; his 
gradfather, father and brother 
Abdullah, Talai and Hussein. 

The Prince is careful in his 
predictions on how the ongoing 
debate on the strategic alliance 
project would evolve in Israel. He 
regrets “the insistence of U£. 
Deputy Secretary of Defence 
Richard Perie and the American 
right in general to project Israel as 
a strategic success in a possible 
Goafrontation with the Soviet 
Union.” 

“What worried us the most,” 
the Prince said, “is the free 
(Israeli-American) exchange as 
welt as coordination in the 
production of high-technology 
arms. It’s an attempt to make 
Israel a sort of supportive member 
of the European Community 
(EC).”. He added that “all these 
attempts are further isolating 
Israel from our region and pushing 
it more and more towards a sort of 
Occidental alliance.” 

The Prince, moreover, deplored 
the American view of the Middle 
East based on bilateral relations 
and its obsession with one subject: 
terrorism. “For many years now, 
my country has taken a firm stand 


vis-a-vis terrorism, from which it 
had suffered,” he said. 

“The real problem is that the 
United States no more has a 
regional vision of issues that 
concern us; it is turning more and 
more towards the Pacific region; it 
focuses on American-Japanese 
relations, rendering the East 
Mediterranean and the Middle 
East a relative backwater.” 

Replying to a question whether 
he believed that there would be a 
reaction by the Arab youth to a 
situation that appears to be 
completely blocked, the Crown 


Prince underlined ideological 
developments of liberation 
movements which preach direct 
action, and the ideological 
programmes of the Islamic, Jewish 
and Christian right —“all active in 
the region, and winch advocate 
noncompromising ideas and 
Qoncompromismff action, and 
shut the door toaialogue ” 

“The youth are sensitive to the 
question of liberation and are 
calling for tire liberation of the 
Occupied territories and the 
liberation of traditional political 
regimes as well as their own 


inferior social status. Their 
'frustration will naturally increase 
the rides of violence,” he said. 

The situation in the Arab World 
as a whole has been, to a varying 
extent, preoccupying leaders in 
the region, the Jordanians in 
particular. “I believe ” the Prince 
said, “that we have readied the 
moment of truth in regard to the 
Gulf war as well as the 
Isracli-Palcstmian conflict: Our 
collective identity is 
threatened-” 

Evoking in this context the 


motivations behind a recent 
Jordanian-Syri an 
rapprochement. Prince Hassan 
expressed fear that the surfacing

ISLAMABAD. Pakistan - 
Opposition leader Benazir 
Bhutto, despite recent setbacks, 
plans to mount a civil 
disobedience campaign in her 
effort to oust President Gen. 
Mohammad Zia Ul Haq, sources 
within her party say. 

The campaign calls for 
supporters of "Miss Bhutto’s 
Pakistan Peoples Party to disrupt 
normal life, launch strikes and 
court arrest to overwhelm the 
government, according to party 
sources, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

The opposition is gambling that 
the army will abandon Zia if 
soldiers are ordered to open fire 
on opposition supporters and that 
the nation will turn against die 
government, the sources said. 

“Consistent pressure will be 
applied on the regime,” said Miss 
Bhutto, 33, who is demanding 
Zia’s removal and national 
elections. by autumn. Miss Bhutto, 
who spoke at a July 6 news 
conference in Karachi, declines to 
publicly reveal details of her plans. 

The PPP faces many problems, 
however, poor turnout at its 
nationwide protests July 5 
indicated weaker support than its 
leaders anticipated. 

Miss Bhutto bad predicted 
raflfions of people across Pakistan 
would attend. But the crowds 
actually numbered in foe tens of 
thousands. 

Zia, who lifted martial law 
Dec. 30 after eight and a half 
years, still appears firmly in 
control of foe country with foe 
.support of the armed forces and 
the powerful government 
bureaucracy. The president, who 
is also army commander, was 
dearly buoyed by the PPFs 
setbacks July 5 and issued his 
strongest warning yet to his 
opponents. 

"If anyone tries to take an 
undemocratic path of violence and 
subversion, the government, in 
order to maintain peace, will not 
hesitate to send such elements to 
jail,” Zia told parliament on July 
8, 

Zia contends democracy is 
restored and has ruled o ut 


elections until scheduled 1990 
polls. The Pakistani leader won a 
referendum in December 1984 in 
which he ran unopposed for a 
five-year term. 

The PPP called for a nationwide 
“black day” July 3 to mark the 
anniversary of the 1977 military 
coup in which Zia seized power 
and ousted Miss Bhuttq’s father. 
Prime Minister Zulfikar AJi 
Bhutto. The former prime 
minister was hanged in 1979 after 
he was convicted in an alleged 
political murder plot. 

The largest single crowd for 
“black day” was about 30,000' 
people in the eastern city of 
Lahore. Participation by allied 
opposition parties across the 
country was spotty. 

In a July 7 editorial, the 
govern ment-controDed Pakistan - 
Times newspaper commented that 
the protest “proves the point that 
both President Zia UI Haq and 
Prime Minister Mohammad Khan 
Junejo have been making during 
the past few months about the 
absence of substantial public 
support for foe PPP.” 

Junejo arrived in the United | 
States on July 15 and met with 
President Ronald Reagan foe 
following day. 

Miss Bhutto had said the “black 
day” protests were to demonstrate 
the PPPs organisational ability 
and prove its ability to mobilise, 
supporters acrossthe country. She 
has refused to adbitthe event was 
a setback. 

A second round of nationwide 
protests is set for independence 
day on August 14. The PPP then 
plans to begin its main round of 
civil disobedience tactics in 
September, according to the party 
sources. 

' The key to the PPP plan is the 
belief that foe armed forces will 
not fire on civilians in the province 
of Punjab, which dominates the 
country's three other provinces. 

The armed forces are 
overwhelmingly recruited from 
Punjab and previous governments 
have toppled when soldiers 
refused to fire on follow Punjabis.

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Howe’s peace shuttle approaching tense climax

JOHANNESBURG — British

In blade countries Howe has 
encountered open anger, 
near-despair and a little 
encouragement 
In Pretoria, where his always 
slim hopes of success rest, he has 
met courteous coolness. Western 
diplomats believe that before the 
week is over, there may be a more 
public and passionate response 
from the white-led government. 

Sticking to the ground-rules for 
the first Howe meeting with 
President P.W, Botha, neither 
side said anything on foe record 
about the talks. In the local media, 
it was anyway upstaged by 
Britain’s royal wedding. 

But since then, leaks from 
Pretoria have suggested it was a 
tense session with Botha lecturing 
Howe on foe West’s failure to 


appreciate what steps South 
'Africa has already taken to 
dismantle apartheid racial 
segregation. 

For weeks, Pretoria has made 
dear it will not be bulbed by 
sanctions threats into major 
changes that some whites see as 
ending in an unacceptable 
handover to Mack power. 

A recent opinion poll found a 
majority of whites believed 
Pretoria had already conceded too - 
much to foreign pressure. 

That feeling is especially strong 
among the rural-based Afrikaaner 
community of Dutch origin from 
which Botha’s Nationalist Party 
(NP) draws its traditional support. 

A swing to extreme right-win$P 
parties and soundings from 
grassroots NP organisations 
helped convince the government 
to declare a n a t io na l state of 
emergency, clamp down on 
politiral violence and stand up to 
sanctions threats, senior Sfficials 
say.

Next month, the NP bolds a 
national congress in Durban 
where ministers' had been 
expected to announce future steps 
in their cautious programme of 
apartheid reforms. This week 
however political columnists 
reported the announcements may 
be shelved and foe NP playing 

down the importance of the 
congress. 

Among many Macks, the Howe 
mission has been dismissed as an 
exercise by British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher to evade 
imposing sanctions against 
Pretoria. 

Key anti-aparfoeid leaden such ' 
as Mandela, Bishop Desmond 
Tutu and foe Reverend Allan 
Boesak have stuck to their original 
decision not to see Howe, despite 
behmd-foe-scene appeals from 
British officials. 

Howe, denied the role - of 


conciliator, has filled Ms dhuy by 
meeting businessmen, moderate 
Macks and other groups whose 
views were already well known to 
the British.

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Scholars debate historical links between southern 
Ghor settlements and the biblical Cities of the Plain

IN most people’s minds, the 
names **8000011 and Gomorrah” 
evoke visions of a wickedness that 
the Lord punished by a fiery 
destruction of these two infamous 
bfcbcal cities. 

Have Sodom and Gomorrah 
been identified in sooth Jordan? 


The Genesis 19 passage 
recounts: “Then the' Lord rained 
on Sodom and Gomorrah 
b ri mst on e and fire from the Lord 
out of heaven. And he overthrew, 
those cities, and all the valley, and 
aflihe inhabita nts of the cities, and 
what grew on die ground. But 
Lot's wife behind him looked 
bade, and she became a pillar of 
salt. And Abraham went early in 
the m orning mr he place where he 
had stood before the Lord and he 
looked down toward 'Sodom and 
Gomoixah and toward all the land 
of die valley, and beheld, and lo, 
the smoke of the land went op fike 
the snuikc of a furnace.” 

Sodom and Gomorrah are 
thought to have been two of the 
"Cities of the Flam ” mentioned 
in this and other biblical accounts 
in the book of Genesis. 

One of the fasrinatmg sidelights 
of the work that Drs. Walter Rast 
and Tom Schanb have directed m 
the Southern Gfaors during the 
past 14 years has been a revival of 
the scholarly debate about the 
location and date of the Cities of 
the Flam. 

For the past 200 years, 
archaeologists, historians and 
biblical scholars have hotly 
debated all possible aspect s of the 
five Cities of the Plain: Were they 
actually five cities? Where were 
they located? In which historical 
period did they exist? Indeed, did 
they exist at all, or are they simply 
an ancient Semitic legend or 
folk-tale that was preserved in the 
literary evidence of the Bible? 

When they conducted their 
survey of tee south-eastern shores 
of the DeadSeain 1973, Drs. Rast 
and Schaub knew of tee Early 


Bronze Age walled town of Bab 
edh-Dhra’, which had existed 
during most of the 3rd Mfllcnnhim 
B.C. When they finished teen- 
survey , they had identified at least 
five Early Bronze Age 
settlements, all of which dated 
from around 3000-2350 B.C. 

The five most prominent EB 
rites, from north to south, are Bab 
edh-Dhra’, Numeira, Safi, Feifeh, 
a nd Khneirirah. All flyryp f Safi 
have, or appear to have, town 
walls. 

- Could these EB sites seriously 
be considered as tee remnants of 
the Cities of tee Plain? Could they 
possibly correspond to the five 
biblical cities of Sodom, 
Gomorrah, Admah, Zeboiim and 
“Bela (that is, Zoar)”? 

In the preiunmary report of 
their 1973 survey, Dis. Rast and 
Schanb stated: tee sites may 

bear on the biblical tradition of the 
‘cities of the planf (Generis 14, 
18, 19), long believed to be 
located in this area and sometimes 
thought to have been submerged 
beneath the shallow waters of tee 
southern basm of tee Dead Sea. E 
the biblical traditions find roots 
going back as far as the Eariy 
Bronze Age, tee sites reported 
here may be of some importance.” 

The debate was further fuelled 
by the epigraphist of tee Ebla 
excavations in northern Syria, 
Giovanni Fettmato, who thought 
in 1975 that the five Cities of tee’ 
Plain were mentioned in some erf 
the 3rd Millennium B.C. 
cuneiform tablets excavated in the 
rich, archives of Ebla. He 
suggested that all five dries were 
mentioned in one of the tablets, 
listed in the same order as in the 
Bible. Most of the Ebla tablets 
date to tee period from around . 
2650-2350 B.C. - precisely 
during the lifetime of Bab 
edh-Dhra’, Numeira and tee other 
Eariy Bronze Age rites in south 
Jordan. 

Dr. Petfinato’s ideas have been 
seriously challenged by other 


epigraphists who dispute his 
readings. While the controversy 
about titecoirea interpretation of 
the Ebla tablets may or may not 
shedfigjhton the location and date 
of tee five Cities of tee Flam, it 
remahts possible teat Ebla may 
have had co mm ercial contacts 
with contemporary Eariy Bronze 
Age towns in south Jorrtm. 

The independent 
archaeological evidence that has 
been gleaned from the south 
Jordan landscape itself continues 
to fuel the scholarly debate. 

The riddle of tee Cities of the 
Flam is confounded by tee feet 
that tee only historical reference 
to the cities vs in tee Bible. But the 
Bible is a notoriously imp re ci s e 
guide to historical fact, 
gerograpfaical location or exact 
and verifiable historical dates. 

As Dr. Schanb tokl the Jordan 
Times in a recent interview here, 
talking about the Genesis 
accounts: “The tradition of the 
Cities of the Plain is a complex of 
aoefentand hazy recollections that 
probably gp back to some actual 
event When one tries to consider 
the possible identification of our 
EB sites in south Jordan wish tee 
Cities of the Flam, there are a 
number of things to keep in mind. 
The long history of the biblical 
texts is very intertwmed, and it h 
hard to fix a firm date far the 
historical traditions that may He 
behind tee literary traditions." 

Where were the dties? 

The Bide provides several dues 
about tee location of tee cities: 
they were located east of tee Dead 
Sea, near Mbab, in an area of huh 
vegetation associated with a 
kikkar, or circular plain, near 
some barren, desolate regions, 
and associated with bitumen 
and salt formations. 

All of these elements are found 
in tee south-eastern plain of die 
Dead Sea, and some of them, but 
not all, are also found north of the 
Dead Sea, - 

The presence of at least five EB 
town sties could be seen as good 
evidence for an association with 
the Cities of tee Flam, though Dr. 
Schanb also warns that “we need 
to qualify the biblical tradition, for 


there is nothing magical about tee 
number five. These is some 
serious doubt among scholars 
about whether there were ever 
five dties teat existed at once." 

The Generis 18 and 19 texts 
only mention the destruction of 
two towns,Sodom and Gomorrah, 
though all five towns are 
mentioned u> tee Genesis 14 
accounts. Some biblical scholars 
fed that tbe Generis accounts may 
go bad: to a single town. Others 
feel teat die bfoucal accounts may 
have reflected events that took 
place at two cities north of the 
Dead Sea and two sooth of the 
Dead Sea. 

Tbe city of Zoar, with which the 
Lot traditio n s are abo connected, 
may have been added to these at a 


300 meters below 
sea level

today. 

Genesis 14 recounts the trie of 
an affiance of four kings from die 
north (probably Syria) who 
marched to do battle against five 
kmgs of tee Cities of tee Plain, 
who had refined to pay trfoute to 
the northern kings. The five kings 
of south Jordan were beaten and 
their dties destroyed, and the four 
kmgs of tee Death returned to 
Syria, having taken captive Lot, 
Abraham’s nephew. Ab raham 
punned them to near Damascus, 
defeated them, and returned, to 
tin*, area of Of tieff of Hw Plain 
with his freed nephew Lot 

In the Genesis 13 accounts, 
Abraham and Lot have an 
argument and part ways: “And 
Lot lifted up his eyes, and saw that 
the Jordan valley was well watered 
everywhere fike the garden of die 
Lord, lie the land of Egypt in the 
direction of Zoar; this was before 
the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah. So Lot chose for 
himself all die Jordan valley, and 
Lot journeyed east; thus they 
separated from each other. 
Abraham dwelt in the Imd of 
Canaan, while Lot dwelt among 
the cities of tbe valley and moved 
his tent as far as Sodom. Now the 
men of Sodom were wicked, great 
sinners agamst die Laid." 

The date of the archaeological 
remains in south Jordan appears 
to be out of sequence with the 
generally accepted date for the 
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Abrabamic period, when the 
Bible recounts the events 
asKxnated with the Cities of the 
Plain. Most scholars tend to 
assume that Abraham existed 
around 1900-1800 B.G; bat some 
scholars of the Bide place him as 
fade as 1700 B.C, or as early as 
2300 B.C. 

Such respected bfotical scholars 
as Dr. David N. Freedman feel die 
Generis 14 stories “most likely ... 
belong roughly to the period 
around 2400 mid 2100, perhaps 
around 2300-2200." Mr. WiBem 
C van Hattem, writing in the 
Biblical Archaeologist magazine, 
believes that the destruction of the 
Cities of die Plain, described in 
Generis 1849, should be placed 
between 2400-2300 B.C

New GTE system promises more phone line capacity

BOSTON — Telephone fines will 
be able to cany four tunes their 
present traffic and users should 
benefit from lower rates, using a 
new technology just announced by 
the United States firm General 
Telephone and Electronics 
(GTE). 

But the development may have 
an even greater impact on private 
telephone networks instated by 
large corporations, called bypass 
systems because they bypass tee 
public network. 

GTE officials acknowledge it 
could be some time before tee new 
technology wins the approvals 
required for use on a public 
telephone network. 

But they said GTE may start 
offe ri n g foe system 10 private 
operators within a year. 

The new development, which 
digitally compresses- four 
telephone voice channels into the 
space now needed for one, “is a 
significant advancement,” said. 


John Redmond, president of 
GTE’s research and development 
operations. 

“It wifi Ekely reduce channel 
transmission costs for operators of 
private communication networks, 
as well as for telephone 
companies,” he said. 

Reducing channel costs is an 
important concern to large 
corporations, where 
trlftcomm nnyatinng costs «m be 
as much as six per cent of sales. 

Aboura quarter of all large UJS. 
corporations have some sort of 
private telecommunications 
network, according to a recent 
study, and that figure is expected 
to rise to 50 per cent by next year. 

If a company has several offices 
in (me area, a private network can 
save up to 60 per cent of its local 
phone costs. 

Many of tee private lines or 
otter methods used for bypass 
systems, such as microwave 
transmission, suffer from poor 
voice quality, particularly when 
there Is heavy voice traffic. 

Scientists around tbe world* 
have been trying for the last two 


decades to increase the capcity of 
e xi st in g telephone systems while 
main taming the «me quality. 

GTE succeeded by developing 
an algorithm — a set of 
mathematical formulae — which 
electrically codes speech at a rate 
erf 16,000 electrical pubes per 
second for transmission over 
telephone lines. 

The standard rate for this type 
of digital transmission is 64,000 
pubes per second. By applying the 
algorithm to a network, its 
developers said a single telephone 

switch could cany 96 channels 
where mly 24 can be carried now. 

Baruch Ma zor, principle 
researcher for GTE’s four-year 
development effort, said the 
algorithm “capitalises on the 
redundancy in speech” by 
eliminating unnecessary 
repetitions. 

The system analyses each 22-ft- 

mflEsecond fragment of speech 

and ranks which part is e ssent ial 
and white can be dropped. In 
essence, it transmits only what b 
different from fragment to 
fragment, rather man what b the 


same. 

Mazor said the algorithm 
cannot pe rf o r m tee same service 
for data transmitted directly over 
phone fines. Data transmission is 
an increasingly expensive portion 
of a large corporation’s phone bifi. 

* However, he said his team had 
obtained good results in 
ezperiments using a modem — a . 
device that acts as an intermediary 
between the computer and the 
telephone system — which 
transmits data at a rate of 1,200 
characters per second. 

The technology will also free 
more channels for data 
transmission by compressing voice 
into fewer fines, he said. 

When the technology does 
eventually become available to 
tiie public telephone system user, 
Mazor protects consumers will be 
able to subscribe to services such 
as video-conferencing and 
affordable videotext, now' 
available only to large

Report: U.S. 
troops not smart 
enough for future 
‘smart’ arms

WASHINGTON - US. troop* 
will not be smart enough to 
operate "smart” high-tech 
weapons the Pentagon is 
developing for a new era of 
remote-controlled warfare, 
according to a report released on 
July 20. 

The report by defence analyst 
Martin B mlrin of the Brookings 
Institution, a private research 
group, said the pool of potential 
recruits able to m ain ta in , repair 
'and use such weapons is Bhrmkiag 
even as the need for them is 
growing. 

Pentagon planners are at work 
on a range of weapons which 
would, in theory, turn much future 
fighting over to computers and 
robot-guided weapons. 

In the so-called deep strike 
system, airborne surveillance 
systems would locate columns of 
enemy tanks hundreds of miles 
behind the front lines and feed 
target data back to computers. 

Guided rockets would then be 
'fired, dropping precision -guided 
munitions winch, led to their 
moving targets by the tell-tale 
;heat of tank engines , 1 would 
destroy entire enemy tank units 
before they could jom tbe battle. 

UJ5. weapons systems from jets 
to tank* to anti -aircraft guns aie 
increasingly more sophisticated, 
complex, and computer-reliant, 
the report said. 

Binkin said these weapons 
trends could be stopped short by 


imyti^uate manpower and urged 
a shift to less complicated systems 
teat are easier to maintain . 

He said that by the eariy 1990s,- 
-US. armed forces may be caught, 
between a growing need for 
skilled people to operate and 
maintain sophisticated weaponry

The proportion of skilled 
technicians among military 
personnel, 13 per cent in World 
War n, was up to 30 per cent now. 
It would have to grow larger to

Even today, breakdowns of 
sophisticated gear were taking the 
available manpower, it said. 

Weapons systems such as the 
advanced F-16 and F-18 jet 
fighters were built with 
“diagnostic” equipment to help 
technicians uncover breakdowns 
wnri potential malfunctions. 

But tiie diagnostic equipment 
was itself very complex and 
.tended to break down or 
malfunction. 

It said the Stinger 
shoulder-fired anti-aircTaft 
missil e, a smart weapon which, 
sources say the United States has 
supplied to guerrilla fighters in 
Angola and Afghanistan, requires 
spit-second decisions by the 
operator through each phase of an 
lo-step aiming and firing process.

Cocaine pipeline 
from Latin 
America to U.S. 
difficult to cut

LA PAZ — * Efforts to cut the 
cocaine pipeline fiom ' T-atin 
America to tee United States, the 
world's bigg es t market for flHdt 
drugs, are running into problems 
that appear to defy solutions. 

Some of the obstacles facing the 
Reagan administration in its fi$ht 
against Latin American eocame 
came into focus this monte when 
Washington sent six Blackhawk 
helicopters ' and 170 troops to 
Bolivia to help in a joint anti-drug 
project. 

The deployment of UJS. troops 
touched nationalist nerves and 
caused a political storm in Bolivia, 
where coca leaf has been grown 
for thousands of yean and much 
of tiie population foils to see the 
production of cocaine as a 
c rimin a l activity. 

“A lot is to lie done to raise the 
consciousness of the people (on 
cocaine)," said Information 
Minister Herman Antdo, echoing 
what has become a chief concern 
of international anti-narcotics 
■agencies. 

In Bolivia and the three other 
Latm American countries — 
Colombia, Peru and Ecuador — 
that account for virtually all the 
world’s cocaine, there is a 
widespread tendency to view 
cocaine abuse as a U.S. problem 
and tiie men who control tee 
multi-billion dollar traffic as 
romantic Robin Hoods. 

Such attitudes in the Latin 
American producer countries 
were signed out as a major hurdle 
in fighting the international drug 
trade at a recent meeting in Rio de 
Janeiro of the specialised 
inter-American conference on 
narcotics traffic, a body of the 
Organisation of American States 
(OAS). 

“But this is not the only 
problem,” said a Western drug 
expert. “There are a host of others 
just as difficult to solve, if they can 
be solved at all” 

Naxcotks experts agree that the 
key to ending the traffic in cocaine 
would be to convince peasants in 
tee four producing countries to 
switch to other crops. Even 
op timi sts view that possibility as 
extremely remote because no 
other commodity is as profitable. 

President Alan Garcia of Peru, 
tbe world's leading producer of 
coca leaf, has desorbed coca as the 
only Latin American commodity 
that has steadily risen in value 
while most traditional agricultural 
products have plummeted in 
price. 

At a signing ceremony for an 
anti-narcotics pact by the Andean 
countries on April 30, Garda 
labelled the drug traffickers as 
“tiie only successful transnational 
(organisation) that exists in Latin 
America.” 

According to Bolivian 
wvemmeat es timates at least 
300,000 Bolivians are involved in 


tiie production of cocaine parte, 
the base product for the white 
powder, whose use has spread 
explosively in -the United States 
and Western Europe over the past 
few years. 

The cocaine chain leads from 
Bern, Bolivia and Ecuador to 
Brazil and Colombia, where paste 
is processed into powder and 
shipped on an infinite variety of 
routes to the United States and 
Europe. “Despite considerable 
overheads — aircraft, laboratory 
equipment, communications — 
the profits are staggering,” said a 
narcotics expert 

In Bolivia, the cocaine traffic is 
estimated to yield around S600 
mil Son a year — considerably 
more than all legal exports put 
together. In Pern, cocaine has 
emerged as the second-biggest 
foreign currency earner after ofl. 

Bolivian President Victor Paz 
Estenssoro said recently his 
country’s cocaine kings had so 
much economic clout that they- 
might well buy their way to victory 
in democratic elections. 

“Electi o n campaigns cost more 
and more every day and the 
economic influence of the cocaine 
mafia could lead to unexpected 
results in terms of who runs the 
country,” he told a U.S. news 
magazine. 

In comparison with tee huge 
sums in the hands of cocaine 
traffickers, UJS. contributions to 
the fight against drugs in tiie 
producer countries — all of them 
poor and under-developed — are 
tiny, despite the widely-publicised 
U5. -Bolivian operation. 

Bolivian officials say the United 
States allotted a total of $1.65 
mfifion to the anti-drug fight in 
Bolivia, not counting tiie cost of 
the Blackhawks and the U.S. 
military personnel. 

The government insists it needs 
at least $100 mfifion, and other 
countries also complain that the 
VS. contribution is inadequate. 

While the cultivation of coca 
leaf in Bolivia is perfectly legal — 
turning the leaf into paste is illegal 
— Peru has set Emits on the area 
that can be used for growing coca. 

In- both nations, the leaf has 
been grown for thousands of years 
and tee practice of chewing it goes 
. back to the Incas. 

Production estimates vary but 
experts agree that Peru is the 
world’s number one producer, . 
followed by Bolivia. 

Coca growing in Peru is 
operated by a state monopoly, 
Enaca, which has authorised the 
cultivation of the plant on 17,915 
hecatres. The U.S. State 
Department says the total area 
under cultivation is some five 
times as large. 

Moving against illicit coca 
production is difficult not only 
because many peasants depend on 
it but also because there is no 
chemical agent that can be 
.sprayed on the plants. 
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Controversies rock Edinburgh games Arab couple plans globe-girdling tour in sailboat 


EDINBURGH (R) — A series of controversies 
rocked the Commonwealth Games Sunday night, 
with Daley Thompson, the world’s top all-round 
athlete, at the centre of a major row over 
sponsorship. 


A Canadian coach claimed one 
of his athletes had been robbed of 
a medal by officials' bias and two 
British steeplechasers were at 
each other s throats over a 
controversial disqualification. 

Tempers also frayed in the 
swimming pool, where English 
400 metres freestyle gold 
medallist Sarah Hardcastle 
accused the Australians of using 
psychological tactics to ruin her 
chances. 

Thompson, England’s Olympic 
decathlon champion and a 
comfortable leader at the hallway 
stage in the Edinburgh event, was 


accused by one of the games 
sponsors, the Guinness Brewery, 


of defacing the company logo on 
his vest. 

Under International Amateur 
Athletic Federation (IAAF) rules, 
athletes are required to display the 
sponsors’ name on the competing 
numbers attached to their vests. 

A spokesman for Guinness/ 
which put £2 million (S3 million) 
into the games, said it was now the 
responsibility of the IAAF to 
make sure its rules were enforced. 

“The last thing we want to see is 
Thompson disqualified from the 
games, but if you have rules in 
sport they have to be obeyed," the 
spokesman said. 

Officials said privately that it 
was unlikely Thompson would 
face disqualification from the 
games providing he wore the 
sponsors’ logo for the remainder

CAIRO. Egypt (AP) — After 
nineyearsofplaniiiDg.aSaucliajid 
his Egyptian wife hope to become 
the first Arabs to make a 
globe-girdling tour in a sailboat.

The itinerary then would 
take them to Australia, where 
they will stop for three months, 
aooss.the Indian Ocean, through 
the Red Sea, the Suez Canal, the 
Mediterranean and Gibraltar 
before ending up at Casablanca. 

“We want to show the world 
that not ail Arabs are terrorists 
and that they can be just as 
adventurous as anyone,” Mr! 
Adnan told the Associated Press. 

The couple’s 31-foot one-mast

BONN (R) —Egyptian President

“Were 1 to accept the 
’recommendations’ of the IMF, 
there would be unrest. The people 
would get out of control. The IMF 
doesn't think of that cme bit,” 
President Mubarak told the 
Hamburg magazine Der Spiegel in 
an interview. 

He was quoted as saying that 
the IMF wanted his government to 
■remove food subsidies and raise 
interest rates from 11 to 20 per 
cent in return for rescheduling its 
$36 billion foreign debt and 
providing fresh standby credits. 

“I will not accept these 
conditions and with the help of 
friends I have just contacted I will 
achieve economic relief which will 
avert such unwelcome 
eventualities,” be said. 

The Egyptian leader made a 
whirlwind tour of Rome, Paris, 
London and Bonn writer this 
month to secure European 
support for easier terms for Cairo. 

He repeated in the interview 
earlier statements that leaders in 
all'four capitals had shown great 
understanding for Egypt's 
particular political problems and 
the need to move gradually 
towards economic reform. 

raffing the IMF conditions

President Mubarak said: “There is 
a threshold whidi we cannot cross. 
The IMF does not seem to care 
about that. How would the 
average Egyptian react if he were 
to wake op one morning and find 
the price of meat had doubled?”

Economy Minister Sultan 
Abu Ah announced that the 
government had abolished the 
“ official incentive" rate of 0.83 
rands, or 83 piastres to the U.S. 


The other key rates — an 
official rate of 70 piastres to one 
dollar and an official floating rate, 
fixed dafly and c u rre n tly about 
134 pounds to one dollar — 
remained in force, the minister 
said in a statement 
The ponnd has one other 
official rate, 40 piastres to the 
dollar for calculation of Egypt’s 
long-standing military equipment 
debts to its former mam supplier, 
the Soviet Union, and for barter 
agreements with East European 
countries. 

This rate was not mentioned in 
Mr. Abu Alfa statement, Hpteri 
last Thursday and issued Sunday 
but appeared still to be in force. 

The statement said that in view 
of the decision to abolish foe 
official-incentive rate, “the rates 
that are used in dealing within the 
banking system have been 
■reduced to two.” 

The central bank’s official rate 
of 70 piastres to the dollar would 
be used to calculate foe value of 


Egypt’s exports of raw cotton, 
rice, oil ana petroleum products. 

It would also still be used in 
meeting the country’s “foreign 
obligatio ns, "the statement said, 
apparently meaning gove rnme nt 
debt repayments. 

This rate would also be used for 
Egypt’s imports of foodstuffs and 
essential products for agriculture, 
health services, foe ofl industry 
and defence, it added. 

The official floating rage of 
about 134 pounds to one dollar, 
quoted daily by foe central h»nv 
“will become foe rate used by foe 
registered banks in Egypt for all 
payments and receipts,” the 
statement said. 

There is also a frec-marketrate, 
determined, by supply and 
demand, of around 1 .90 pounds to 
the dollar for unofficial 
transactions, including 
remittances by Egyptian workers 
abroad. 

Several uses of the 
official-incentive rate have 
already been scrapped, in line with 
official policy of gradually 
dismantling foe multi-tier system 
and eventually setting a 
price for the pound. 

Calculation of air fares was 
shifted to foe floating rate last 
December, pushing up the price of 
tickets paid in local currency by 60 
per cent 

The official-incentive rate was 
used for purchase of pounds by 
embassies, international 
organisations and some private 
foreign businesses m Egypt, which 
now will apparently be able to use 
the floating rate and get more 
pounds for their dollars. 

It was also used for export 
proceeds of some agricultural 
commodities exported by the 
public sector, and for purchase of 
foreign exchange by state-owned 
companies to import goods. 

Comment from bankers on foe 
impact of foe decision was not 
immediately available. But it 
appeared in line with a 
long-standing proposal by the 
International Monetary Fund, in 
informal talks with the 
government, that Egypt should 
rationalise its exchange rates.

Antwerp diamond trade 
recovers from tax scandal 


BRUSSELS (R) — The diamond 
trade in Antwerp, the world’s 
biggest polished diamond centre, 
is flourishing again after 
recovering from a scandal m which 
two men were accused of 
laundering illegal gem profits. 

A spokesman for Antwerp’s 
Diamond High Council said 
Monday that the first half of this 
year saw a major leap in the 
volume of diamonds coming 
through the Belgian port. 

Polished diamond imports rose 
22 per cent in volume and 
unpolished imports 40 per cent 
wide foe corresponding increases 
for exports were 53 and 17 per 
cent. . . 

The value of exports m Belgian 
franc terms fell seven per cent to 
78 biOion francs ($1.77 bflfion), 
but the spokesman said die heavy 
fellin the vahie of foe dollar ntore 
than accounted for this drop. 

The encouraging trend came 


despite a noticeable dip in trade in 
late February and early March, 
due Largely to fears about foe 
Belgrin authorities’ attitude to the 
taxation of diamond trading firms, 
foe spokesman said. 

These fears were sparked by foe 

arrest last January of Antwerp- 
stockbrokers Francois Leiser and 
Hflaire Beelen for tax evasion on 
behalf of their diamond clients. 

They were told that tue 
authorities planned to fine then- 
company, Roger Kirschen and 
<Co., 23 billion francs ($51 
million) for tax evasion. 

Senior diamond dealers said at 
foe time that tire arrest of foe two 
men ran counter to an unwritten 
agreement between the 
government and the industry on 
tax and wanted that if tax probes 
continued, some dealers would 
move their businesses to other 
world diamond centres.

They are backed by Kuwait 
which has also sharply rawed 
production but like Saudi Arabia 
has said it is ready to cut back, 
when others do likewise.

Iran and Iraq are ignoring all 
restraints as they rely 
overwhelmingly on ofl export 
revenue to finance their six-year 
Gulf war. 

Although Iran, backed by 
A lgeri a, Libya and Gabon, wants 
OPEC to cut production to boost 
prices, ft has vowed to match 
Iraq's output barrel for barrel. 

UAE Ofl Minister Mana Said 
A1 Oteiba has stated frankly that 
this conference faces “an 
impossible mission,” a position he 
reiterated after Monday's session. 

Conference Chairman Rilwanu 
Lukin an, the Nigerian oil 
minister, said after the meeting he 
still thinks there is “a real 
possibility” of getting an accord 
on quotas. 

But analysts fed the most 
OPEC can hope for is another 
majority agreement which is 
unlikely to reduce foe world 
surplus of several million barrels 
or send prices higher. 

According to OPEC, the Brioni 
meeting had to be adjourned 
while delegates consulted their 
governments over the new quotas. 

Asked why they again had to 
'consult after one short sesion, foe 
powerful Saudi Oil Minister 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani replied 
tersely: “we are always 
consulting.’' 

The authoritative Petroleum 


Intelligence Weekly (PIW) 
reported Monday that OPECs 
campaign to win back a larger 
share of the world market has cost 
its members almost $100 millkni a 
day in lost oil revenues in the first 
half of this year. 

It highlighted the divisions 
between the rich and poorer 
OPEC nations by commenting 
that Saudi Arabia is actually 
earning more from ofl exports 
fofm last summer because of its big 
increase in output. 

Meanwhile, Iran's Oil Minister 
Gbolamreza Aqazadeh, warned 
Monday the crisis in OPEC could 
worsen if oil ministers fail to 
agree, Iran’s official news agency 
reported. 

“OPEC is in its worse situation 
for 25 years and coming out of foe 
Geneva conference with a unified 
decision is an urgent task,” Mr. 
Aqazadeh was quoted as saying by 
the Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA), monitored in 
Nicosia. 

The minister was addressing a 
news conference in Tehran, the 
agency added. 

Mr. Aqazadeh stressed that a, 
group led by Saudi Arabia “is 
responsible for the present 
situation in foe ofl market caused 
by four million barrels a day in 
excess production,” IRNA 
reported. 

“Saudi Arabia floods the 
market by over-producing two 
million barrels a day, Kuwait one 
milli on barrels, and Iraq and the 
United Arab Emirates a total of 
one millio n barrels a day," he was 
quoted as saying.

Australia to overhaul tax, 
foreign investment policies 


SYDNEY (R) — The battered 
Australian dollar recovered 
Monday after the government 
announced sweeping policy and 
tax changes to boost foreign 
investment. 

The dollar, which plunged to an 
all-time low of 57.15 UB. cents in 

after the 

announcement by Treasurer Paul 
Keating. It closed at 6135 cents. 

Money market dealers said ft 
was the biggest turnaround 
recorded, by the Australian 
currency in a single trading day 
and gave the ailing economy a 
much needed boost. 

Mir. Keating, who has promised 
an austere budget next month, 
said' the government would 
abolish almost all restrictions and 
ease taxes on foreign investments. 

Foreigners no longer would be 
required to take Australian 
partners when they acquired local 
businesses. 

They also would be allowed to 
worth 10 million 
63) or more, including 
hotels and tourist resorts, without 
local capital. 

A virtual ban on foreign 
ownership of developed 
commercial property would be 
loosened, making it passible for 
outsiders to buy p roperty in a joint* 
venture with Australians. 


A withholding tax of between 
15 and 30 per cent paid on 
dividends by foreign shareholders 
would be abolished from the 
middle of next year. 

Local branches of foreign 
com panies would no longer have 
to pay a five per cent profit tax in 
addition to normal company tax. 

The tax changes would help 
maintain a “more neutral tax 
system and encourage foreign 
Investment and reduce tax 
distortions,” Mr. Keating said. 

His announcement stopped the 
Australian ddfiar’s dedme of the 
past several weeks and gave it a 
boost which caught many dealers 
offguard. 

But some said the government, 
trymg to relieve the beleaguered 
anreucy, had overplayed its hand. 
The Australian currency should 
settle within a 60 to 62 cents 
range, ooc senior dealer forecast 

Bankers and econo m ists said 
'that despite the initial euphoria 
Mr. Keating’s announcement 
would not help to remove the 
country’s economic gloom. 

A lot would depend on his 
budget next month which would 
provide a dear indication how the 
Labour government planned to 
deal with a growing balance of 
payments deficit and a huge 
external debt.

Soviet troop pullout from 
Afghanistan welcomed 


ISLAMABAD (R) —The Soviet 
announcement Monday of a 
limited troop withdrawal from 
Afghanistan represents a positive 
gesture on the eve of renewed 
fresh talks on an Afghan peace 
settlement, Western diplomats 
said. 

Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, speaking in 
Vladivostok, said three 
anti-aircraft regiments, two 
motorised rifle regiments and one 
armoured regiment would return 
to the Soviet Union by die end of 
the year. 

Moscow sent troops into 
Afghanistan in 1979 to back die 
fledgling Communist government. 
There are now an estimated 
115,000 Soviet troops s uppo r tin g 
Kabul in its seven-year-old war 
against Western-backed Afghan 
guerrillas. 

The diplomats said Mr. 
Gorbachev's announcement 
appeared to be designed to 


strengthen Kabul's position in its 
four-year-old indirect peace talks 
with Pakistan in Geneva. 

The United Nations-sponsored' 
talks, which have so far yielded no 
results, resume on Wednesday. 

Pakistan which allows die 
Afghan rebels to operate from its 
territory maintains that a 
complete Soviet pullout should be 
earned out in three to four 
months. Afghanistan is reported 
to have proposed four years for 
the withdrawal. 

“It appears to be a PR (public 
relations) move. But it also 
suggests that Moscow is prepared, 
at least in principle, to respond to 
international pressure for a 
withdrawal,” one diplomat said. 

The envoys, recalling; similar 
announcements from Moscow, 
held out die possibility that 
Monday’s news could eventually 
be verified as a rotation, rather 
than a reduction, of troops. 


Ortega takes case against 
U.S. to Security Council 


MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua 
will go before the United Nations 
Security Council Tuesday in a 
■further bid to end Washington's 
support for anti-Sandinista rebels, 
Nicaraguan diplomats said. 

They said President 'Daniel 
Ortega would use an address to 
the 15 -nation body to warn of 
what he regards as new threats to 
peace in Central America posed 
by United States congressional 
approval of S100 million in aid to 
rebels fighting to topple his 
left-wing government. 

“It's an extremely dangerous 
situation” said Augusto Zamora, 
international legal adviser to the 
Nicaraguan Foreign Ministry. 
“The aid opens the door for a 
much wider conflict in Central 
America.” 


The World Coin?, a UN. body 
based in TheHague, ruled on June 
27 that U.S. aid for die rebels, 
commonly called contras, was 
illegal and that foe United ^States; 
should pay compensation to 
Nicaragua for damage caused by 
military attacks. 

The United States rejected the 
verdict saying die court had no 
jurisdiction in the case. 

The diplomats said Nicaragua 
would submit a resolution galfing 
for observance of the ruling 
despite expectations that the 
United States will use its veto to 
Nock any such motion. 

If the resolution is defeated in 
the Security Council, Nicaragua 
will present it before the General 
Assembly of the United Nations, 
according to the di ploma ts.

Aide rejects report of 
Queen-Thatcher rift . 


LONDON (R) —Atop aide of 
Queen Elizabeth intervened 
publicly Monday in a controversy 
over relations between the 
monarch and Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher by rejecting a 
report that there was a rift 
between them. 

The queen’s private secretary. 
Sir William Heseltine, said in a 
letter to The Times that tire report 
in its sister newspaper. The 
Sunday Times, was “entirely 
without foundation.” 

He confirmed that The Sunday 
Times had spoken to a 
Buckingham Palace official but 
said toe official had not been in a 
position to state toe queen's views. 

Heseltine said the queen had 
constitutional duties to counsel 
her government, act on the advice 
of her mmisters and to treat her 
wfrtmtiiiicatiqns with toe prime 
minister as confidential. 

“After 34 years of unvarying 
adherence to these constitutional 
principles it is preposterous to 
suggest that Her Majesty might 
suddenly depart from them. No 
sensible person would give a 
moment's credence to such a 
proposition,” he wrote. 

On July 20 The Sunday Times 
quoted high-level palace sources 
as saying toe queen was dismayed 
by a wkle range of Mrs. Thatcher’s 
policies and believed toe prime 
minister to have an “uncaring, 
confrontational and socially 
divisive approach.” 

Heseltine said the paper had 
spoken to Royal Press Secretary 
Michael Shea but that its report 


did not rrmrrh the conve r sations. 

Shea did not know the queen’s 
view on go v er nm ent policy and 
The Sunday TimeB report 
purporting to reflect her opinions 
was “entirely without 
foundation,” Heseltine said. 

The report said the queen, who 
is also head of the 
Co mm o nw ealth, was alarmed that 
Mrs. Thatcher's opposition to full 
economic sanctions against South 
Africa could lead to the breakup 
erf the 49-nation organisation. 

It added that the queen believed 
Mas. Thatcher’s Conservative 
government lacked compassion 
and had misgivings about the 
prime ministers’ handling of the 
1984-85 miners’ strike and her 
decision to let the United States 
launch attacks on Libya from 
British bases last April. 

Heseltine said the palace bad 
not attempted to stop publication 
of tire report, which The Sunday 
Times said was the result erf 
unprecedented palace briefings, 
after parts were read over to Sbea. 

“It s not difficult to imagine the 
reaction to a request that the 
articles should be withdrawn,” 
Headtme said. 

Sunday Times Editor Andrew 
Neil commented: “There is no 
doubt whatsoever that tire palace 
at the highestlevel was fully aware 
that The Sunday Times was about 
to publish a major story of major 
constitutional importance.

Weathermen may find way 
to warn pilots of windshear 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Weathermen may be able to rive 
pilots enough w arning to bait 
landing or takeoff attempts that ' 
are endangered by sudden 
windshear. a violent phenomenon 
blamed for more than 500 deaths 
in air plane accidents. 

With correct instruments and 
training, airport tower personnel 
might be able to give aircraft pilots 
asmuch as two mmutesof advance 
warning, according to Alfred J. 
Bedard, Jr. of tile Enviro nmen tal 
Research Laboratories in 
Boulder, Colorado. 

That warning could give them 
tine to halt a landing or takeoff 
attempt, the moments during 
which airplanes are most 
vulnerable, be said last week. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board has cited 
microbbsts — the most powerfol 
fbnn of wind shear — as toe cause 
of 17 aircraft accidents in the last 
15 years, with 577 totalities. 

Bedard’s team from the 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Ad minis tration is 
conducting experiments in 
Colorado, seeking to confirm 
earlier findings mat conditions 
leading to microbursts can be 
recognised in advance. A second 
study is under way in Huntsville, 


Alabama, funded by the National 
Science Foundation. 

Microbursts have drawn 
considerable attention in recent 
years, after being blamed in some 
major airline disasters. 

These included- the Aug. 2,1 
1985 Delta Airlines crarii near 
Dallas that claimed 133 lives and 
the Pan American crash in New 
OdeansonJuly 9, 1982, in which 1 
154 died. 

On Aug. 1, 1983, U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan barely 
missed an encounter with a 
powerful miaoburat at Andrews 
Air Force Base near Washtogton. 
A uncroburst was felt at the base, 
only six minutes after his 
executive jet landed. 

Researchers are using a variety 
of instruments to measure 
mioobuists, ■ which are strong 
downflows of air, a part of the 
circulation involved with 
thunderstorms, which involve 
warm moist air rising to form 
clouds. The microbunt, or 
downbuist, returns that air to the 
ground, often in a small 
concentrated area. 

A microburst is like an 
avalanche of air heading toward 
the earth with great force. When it 
strikes the ground it spreads out in 
all directions.

Bharatiya Janata Party (BJP) 
after Sikh ext remi s ts toot dead 14 
bus passengers, all Hindus except 
one, in an attack on Friday. 

A police- spokesman said a 
police officer was sightly hurt 
when a protestor stabbed him in 
the back with an ice-pick. 

The spokesman told Reuters 
police used bamboo staves at 
three places in the city to disperse 
stone- throwing crowds of BJP 
supporters. A police vehicle and 
25 buses were damaged when 
about 600 people ran riot through 
two western suburbs, he added. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
said six people were injured in a 
police baton charge at one place. 

The violence occurred just 
outside die suburb of THak Nagar 
where troops enforced a curfew 
damped after four people were 
killed and 60 wounded in 
Hmdu-Sikh riots on Saturday. 

The police spokesman said two 
people were wounded in 
overnight stabbing attacks 
elsewhere in toe city, but there 
were no mddeots whoa the curfew 
in Tflak Nagar was relaxed fur aa 
hour Monday morning to allow 
women and children to buy food. 

He said police’ had arrested 
1,050 people shoe Saturday to 
prevent fresh clashes and were 
continuing house-to-house 
searches for hidden weapon s . 

Four other towns in northern 
and central India were ahn jdiqf 
.Monday by strikes called tty 
militant Hindu groups. PTI said 
pro testo r s stoned buses in toe 
central! Indian city of Indore, 
where markets, schools and hotels 
were dosed.

Thai Democrats, take 100 seats in polls 


BANGKOK (R) — Thailand's 
moderate Democrat Party took 
100 of the 347 seats in parixameut 
in Sunday’s general electron, 
according to final results 
announced by the Interior 
Ministry Moodfy. 

The right-wing Chart Thai 
Party, which apposed Prime 
Minister Prem Tinsulanonda 
during his last gove rnm ent, won 
63 seats while the Social Action 
Party (SAP) took 51. 

Tne Democrats, who almost 
doubled their parliamentary 
representation, planned to meet 
Monday night to discuss fo rming 
the core of a new coalition 
government. 

Democrat leader Bhicbai 
Rattakul, 59, who oollapsed 
Sunday night after two months of 
hectic campaigning, was rested 
and ready to start treks on forming 
a government, aides said. 

They said he would not meet 
other possible partners until the 
democrats drew up their 
oonditioQS for a coalition. 


Mr. Bhichai hinted heavily 
Sunday night feat he would 
support Gen. Prem despite 
attacking him during- the 
campaign for refusing to contest 
the elections.

Chinese mark Tangshan quake anniversary 


TANGSHAN, China (R) — 
Hundreds of people gathered on 
the streets of fee north east China 
city erf Tangshan at 3^42 ajn. 

Monday to mourn the 242/100 
victims of one of the most 
devastating earthquakes in 
recorded history exactly 10 years 
ago. - 

They collected on intersections, 
pouring circles of wine on the 
asphalt and burning sheets of 
yellow paper offerings to relatives 
of those who were killed. 

Many murmured prayers to tire 
dead as fireworks crackled about 
the city, which was destroyed in 
the earthquake and has since been 
totally rebuflt. According to 
official' statistics, tile Tangshan 
quake killed 242,000 people and 
seriously injured 164,000. 

The 10th anniversary was a 
normal working day for fee 13 
million residents of Tangshan, a 
city previously famous for its coal 
mines and porcelain factories. ' 

Communist Party dty leaden 
'presided over a brief ceremony 
Monday morning at a memorial to 
the earthquake victims in tire city 
centre as 10,000 people looked 
on. . -

Qide as she fay in a paraplegic 
hospital on the outskirts of 
Thngshan.

The earthquake pierced 
Tangshan heart as a minion 
people dept and brought down 
virtually eveiy building.

Then came a jolt 
from below which threw people up 
against tire cefling. 

The earth bepan to chum and 
sway, riemofefamg bufldiags as if 
they were made of cards. A large 
proportion of fee victims were 
lolled when the concrete-slab 
roofs on their dwellings fell on 
them in their beds.
